loader of the English bar and receiv- 
ed the largest income from his pi-o- 
fe-sion in that country. In 18(56 he 
published a valuable "treatise on the 
law of the sale of personal property." 
Forfome time past Mr. Benjamin 
has resided in Paris disengaged from 
professional pursuits. He had been 
In failing hoaltli ever since he full 
while descending fram a tram-way 
ear several years ago. 



Judah V. Benjamin whose death

and flfty-flve miles east and vest, oom- 

prisiug S.IiTS 8<iuaro miles, aud ia all 
C.OOO feet or more above tho son-leveL 
Yellowstone lake, twenty miles byfil* 
teen, has an altitude of 7,788 feet. The \ 
mountain rangea which hem in the '. 
valley on every aide riae to the height 
ol IfltOOOto 1S,000 feet, and are always 
covered with anow. liia great park, 
says Mr. Stiahom, ooUtains the most 
alriking of mountaii.s, gorges, falls, 
rivers and lakes in the whole Yellow- 
stone region. The Hpriugs on Gardiner's 
river cover ui area of about one sqaore 
mile, and three or (onr square miles 
thereabout are ooonpied by the remains 
ol springs which have oeased to flow. 
The natural baafaia hito whkih these 
qninga floar ale from four to atz Ciet m 
diameter and from one to (our (eet in 
depth. The principal ones ore located 
npon terraces midway up the sides of the 
mountain. The banks of the Yellowstone 
liver abmmd with ravmes and canons, 
which are carved out o( the heart o( the 
mountahis timmf^ the hardest rooka. 
The most lemaikable el theee ia the 
eanoB ol Towsr oieek and Oolumn 
monntain. The hitter, which extends 
along the eastern bank o( the river (or 
upward of two miles, is said to resemble 
the Qiant's Causeway. The canon of 
Tower creek is about ten miles m length 
and is so deep and gloomy that it ia 
caUed "The Devfl'a Den." Where 
Tknrer enek anda the Qrand oanon bo- 
gfauL It ia twenliy milea in length, 
impassable throughout, and inaccessible 
at the water's edge except at a (ew 
points. Its rugged edges are (rom 200 j 
to 600 yards apart, aud its depth is so { 
pro(ound that no sound ever roachos the | 
ear from the bottom. The Oraod canon ^ 
oontabis a great mnltitnde of hot springs 
ol sulphur, aolphato el copper, alnm, 
et& In the number and magaitnde of 
its hot springs and geysers, the Tellow- 
stone Park surpasses oil the rest of the 
world. There are probably fi(ty geysers 
that tlirow a oolumn of water to the 
height of from (W to 200 feet, and it is 
stated that there are not (ewer than 
6,000 springs; theie are two kinds, 
thoae dqtaaiting Ume and those depoait- 
tagsUiMk nia tenpeiatnredl theoal- 
caieooa apringa ia i^ 160 to 170 deg., 
while that of the others rises to 200 or 
more. The principal collections are the 
upper and lower geyser basins of the 
Madison river and the oalcoreoua springs 
on Oardiner'a river. The great falls ore 
marvels to which adventiuroua tnVelera 
have gone only to return and report that 
they are parte ot the wondsm ol this 
new

The origin is thia: When 
Ben Jonaon, the dramatist, was iutro- 
iduced to a nobleman, the peer was so 
btniek with his homely appeai'anee that 
he exchiuiied, "What? you are Ben 
Jonson ? Why, you look as if you could 
not say boo ! to a goose." "Boo 1" ex- 
claimed that witty dramatist, turning to 
the peer and making his bow. 

The phrase "Putting the cart before 
the horse" can boast of great antiquity, 
having first been quoted by Lncian, tliu 
great Greek writer, nearly 1,700 yeaiB 
ago. Francis Bnbelais, the French satir- 
ist and wit, whose "Oorgautua" Was 
published in the yeiu- 15;!3, has the 
phrase " He plai'cd the carriage before 
the steed." Nu derivation of it con be 
given, but the meaning is very obvions, 
and refers to thoae who be^ to do a 
thing at t^ie wrong end, ' "I have a 
bono to piek with yon" ia a phrase timt 
is imcomplimentary to the ladies at stort- 
ing. It means, as is wi'll known, having 
an unpleasant matter to settle witli you, 
and this is the origin of the pliraso : At 
the marriage banquets of the Sicilian 
poor, the bride's father, after the meal, 
used to hand the bridegroom a bone, 
saying: "Fide this bone, for you have 
taken in hand a harder task." 

The well-known saying that a shoe- 
maker should stick to his last originated 
with Api)elles, the celebrated Greek 
paintvr, who set a picture which he hud 
tiuished in a public place and concealed 
himself behuid it, in order to hear the 
criticisms of passers-by, A shoemaker 
observed a defect in the shoe, and the 
painter forthwith corrected it The cob- 
bler came again the next day, and, en- 
eourayed by the sui-eess nf his first re- 
mark, begun to extend his censure to 
the leg of tlie fifiure, when the aiifiry 
iminter tlirust out hia head from l>eliind 
the picture and told the shoemaker to 
keep to his trade.
